EI6HT MEN ARE ACCUSED 


Governor Withdraws Order F o r ^ 1 ti­ 
tle and Saya fan Francisco Police 
Will Prevent Fight 


New York, June ll.—The federal 
grand jury for the May term banded 
in an indictment against eight men of 
the so-called cotton pool formed last 
February, charging them with a con 
spiracy in restraint of trade, under 
sections I and 2 of the antitrust law. 
These men are Colonel Robert M. 
Thompson of New York, who la a 
silent partner in the firm of 9. H. P. 
Pell A Co., cotton brokers, at 43 Ex­ 
change place, and Charles A. Kittle. 
who holds the cotton exchange seat 
for that Arm; James A. Patten, the 
Chicago wheat speculator, who turned 
his activities toward the cotton mar­ 
ket recently; Eugene B. Scales, a cot­ 
ton speculator of Houston. Tex.; Syd­ 
ney J. Harman, a cottodTApeculator of 
Shreveport. La.; 
Morris H. Roths­ 
child. a speculator and mill owner in 
Mississippi; Frank B. Payne and Wil­ 
liam P. Brown, of the firm of W. P. 
Brown St Co., both cotton dealers of 
New Orleans. 
According to a statement made by 
Clark McKercher. the special assist­ 
ant attorney general, who, with Oliver 
P. Hagan, bolding a like office, bas 
prepared the case of the government 
for the fraud jury during the pant two 
months of intricate Investigation, the 
finding of the indictment is a new de­ 
parture in the government's construc­ 
tion of the anti trust law. The eight 
under Indictment are alleged to have 
been guilty of forestalling the cotton 
market after having secured the entire 
visible supply of raw cotton covering 
a period of months, and in this way 
securing the power to dictate the price 
to the consumer. 
To effect this fore 
stalling process a comblnaUon between 
these eight mea named in the Indict­ 
ment and certain cotton spinners and 
manufacturers was necessary and. in 
the wording of the grand Jury's Aud­ 
ings. such a combination amounted to 
a monopoly lo reatralat of trade. 
The terms of the indictment do not 
in any way reflect upon the propriety 
of methods nf dealing In cotton gener­ 
ally in vogue on the New York cotton 
exchange, uor, as Attorney General 
McKercher pointed out in his state­ 
ment. is the matter of nil dealings in 
ext bange 
generally touched by the 
tiudlugs in the present instance. The 
indictment is levied against "a deflalte 
combination for aa avowsd purpose 
which bas been condemned by an aet 
of congress.”

More than a hundred years ago 
young Captain Herbert Chandler sailed 
his ship, the Wasp, Into a cove on the 
shores of the island of Jamaica, cast 
anchor and sent boats ashore with 
casks for water. 
While waiting their 
return two vessels a pi teared out on the 
sea. the one a clumsy brigantine, the 
other a low cut. rakish craft with 
enormous sails. Chandler brought his 
glass to bear on the two ships aud 
was not long lu determining that one 
was a merchantman, the other a Span­ 
ish picaroon, aud the picaroon was 
chasing the merchantman. 
The for­ 
mer flew no flag, but the captain knew 
only too well that she was a pirate 
aud if the wind held would overtake 
the merchantman. 
This was at a time when piracy had 
beeu al un »st entirely swept from the 
West Indies, and few merchant ships 
had means of opposing the villains. 
Chandler could see no evidence of guus 
aboard the brigantine, and be had hut 
oue little barker on Ids own ship. 
He 
bud no women attourd, but judged 
from the size aud build of the mer 
chautmau that she might have passeu- 
gers. 
But the wind was very light, and 
what there was was dying down. The 
sun was near the western horizon, aud 
it had uo sooner set than the last 
traces of a breeze set with It. 
The 
two vessels, uow aiwan three miles 
apart, stood still, their sails flapping 
as the swells rolled tinder them. Chan­ 
dler begun to take thought bow he 
might save both bis own aud the oth­ 
er ship from the pirate. 
He had some 
'mull arms aboard, but uo guns ex 
-ept the one mentioned, while, though 
the p o rth o les iii the picaroon were 
masked, he knew that she must be 
well armed with cannou. 
His smull 
Arms would ta* of no use against her. 
Chandler ran over In hts mind what 
he bud atma rd that he might use lu a 
tight aud rem cm Im-red that he was 
carrying among other things for blast­ 
ing pur|s»ses In the Mexican mines a 
fulminating powder used lu those days.

nearly over the pirate, uow not twenty 
feet from the Wasp. Giving the demi 
John a swing, be tossed It on the pl 
rate’a deck.

the little pirate so fur apart that the 
water, rushing into the gaps in bel 
aides, sunk her within two minutes 
leaving her men flouting Iii the water 
They* were mercilessly picked off by 
the sailors on the Wasp. 
The conquering ship was badly in 
jured. but all damages were paid Tot 
by the owners of the merchantman, 
loaded with a valuable cargo aud I 
number of passengers, including worn 
•a nod children.

VALUE OF GOOD ROADS. 


Th ay Would Tang to Lowor tho Coat 
of Living. 
The 2,000.000 miles of unimproved 
roads which the country has to its dis­ 
credit are as heavy a burden upon the 
unfortunate “ultim ate consumer” as 
Is an excessive tariff. 
Every pound 
of produce hauled from the farm to 
the m arket bears au inflated price be 
cause of the excessive cost of its trans-( 
po it at ton from the farm to the point 
af shipment. 
For instance, It costs an avefkge of 
alm ost 2 cents more to haul it bushel 
of wheat from the farm to the station 
nine miles aw ay thau It does to ship 
a bushel of wheat from New York to 
Liverpool, 3,100 miles away. 
This ex­ 
cessive transportation cost m ust be 
made up by the fa th e r in charging 
more for his wheat, by the miller ta. 
charging more for the flour, by the 
baker In charging more for bread and 
flually, of course, by the “ultim ate con­ 
sum er” in paying more for his bread. 
As the farm er and the miller are also 
consumers, the excessive cost of road 
transportation really levies a tax upon 
all. 
W hatever doubt there may have 
been about the need for system atic 
road improvement In the United States 
facts and figures such as these finally 
dispelled. 
If there was ever any work calculat­ 
ed to fill the proverbial “long felt 
w ant” it was the work of the offlo* 
of public roads. - 


JUDGE FOR GOOD ROADS. 


W. W. Hamden Announced His Im­ 
proved Highway Policy. 
“If there is one thing I am unquali­ 
fiedly for,” W. W. H am den, a new 
county judge In Missouri, said recent­ 
ly, “It Is good roads and plenty of 
them. 
I believe It Is the most impor­ 
tant function of the county court to 
provide them. 
It Is being realised 
over all this country—and with the ad­ 
vent of the motorcars more than ever 
—that good roads are the most Impor­ 
tant asset of any community. 
“So far as I am concerned I shall do 
all lu my power to see to it that the 
rook road system of Jackson county ta 
a model both in the quantity and the 
quality of Its roads. 
And I believe 
that these roads should be built pri­ 
marily with a view to the convenience 
and profit of K ansas City, which sup 
piles moat of the funds 
“ It Is my Idea that we shouKU first 
see to it that the roads are k ^ t in 
first class repair aud then build more 
roads. One thing I hope to accomplish, 
with the co-operation of Judge P atter­ 
son. Is greater facility In the annual 
oiling of the roads. 
It Is my idea that 
enough men should lie put ou the job 
to finish the oiling of the roads, say. 
in a month, so that they would be 
clean and free from dust during the 
season when those who drive can en­ 
joy them .”

Negligent Supervisors Will Be Prose­ 
cuted by Altoona Autoist*.

GARING FOR 


UNRULY COWS. 


When a cow has been raised on tho 
farm and turns out unruly the owner, 
generally speaking, has but him self to 
blame, but aa many farm ers purchase 
cows that ar* troublesome in one way 
or another a hint or two by an expert 
dairym an regarding such anim als may 
prove of interest. 
Some cows are confirmed ram blers 
and cannot be turned by any ordinary 
fence. 
In a case of this kind the vice 
is due to the animal not having been 
properly restricted In ber wanderings 
while she was growing to m aturity, 
and there teem s to be no cure for the 
▼ice. A preventive measure Is to equip 
the anim al with a collar aud swinging 
pole, but the best plan Is to sell her at 
the first convenient opportunity. 
A cow th a t kicks while being milked 
Is not beloved of the milker, and such 
a practice Is a sign that more tim e and 
patience should have been expended 
upon her when she first came down to 
milk. 
It depends somewhat upon tho 
individuality of the cow and how long 
•be bas thus misbehaved herself wheth­ 
er her m anners can be Improved or 
not. 
Try being gentle with her and I 
coax rather than force ber to stand 
still, and frequently In the course of 
tim e tying the legs may be dispensed 
with. 
Many cows that do not kick have the 
undesirable habit of being continually 
upon the move while being milked, 
which la, of course, very annoying to 
the milker. This awkward habit Is al­ 
ways due to nervousness and Is near­ 
ly alw ays the result of having been IU 
treated a t one time or another. 
Pet­ 
ting the anim al somewhat and milking 
quietly and calmly will frequently ef­ 
fect a cure, but it may be some time 
before 
the 
habit 
can 
be 
entirely 
dropped. 
Some cows will kick promptly at any 
one approaching 
them in the stall. 
This vice may occasionally be cured 
by a change of stall that perm its of 
the anim al being approached from the 
contrary side. 
If such a move does 
not cure, try persistent kindness for a 
mouth or so. and lf this does not bring 
forth 
improvement 
see 
if 
sterner 
m easures bare any effect. If none of

these things answer, the beat m ust be 
made of a bod borgaiu, sod It would 
be well to get rid of the anim al when 
the opportunity offers. 
A very aw kw ard habit some* cows 
acqilra is that of tossing the head 
k ist aa food is being placed in the 
manger, aud unless the attendant la 
very wary oue of the horns, lf the cow 
has horns, may easily catch him upon 
the face. 
Some cows that will tbus 
treat strangers will not continue the 
practice when properly used by the 
attendant, and others will treat every­ 
body silk*. 
One way of aiding in ef­ 
fecting a cure is for the attendant to 
fill bls mouth with w ater before going 
up to the anim al's head aud lf she 
misbehaves herself to squirt out the 
w ater upon ber bead. 
A by uo means dangerous habit, but 
Ona that la very annoying to the wo­ 
man when work is beiug done at high 
pressure, la that of not standing prop­ 
erly when it is desired to go up along­ 
side tho animal. 
Tho legs of the ani­ 
mal should uever bo bit with a stick 
or with o fork or other tool that may 
bo in baud, as tbls la liable to start 
tbs anim al kicking. Indeed, bitting the 
legs with a fork or other tool la tho 
usual cause of cows’ kicking. 


Dehorning the Calve*. 
One of the most humane ways for 
removing boma ou calves la by means 
of caustic potash. 
Get one or more 
•ticks of caustic potash and preserve 
it in a tightly corked bottle. Oue stick 
will serve to dehorn a Dumber of 
calves. Apply tbls potash as soon as 
the buttonlike horns can be felt on the 
calf, 
which 
ta usually 
when it la 
three or four day* old. 
To apply the 
potash remove the balr about the born 
close to the akin, moisten the potash 
slightly and rub over the akin which 
covers the point of the boma until the 
•kin la white. It is not necessary to 
rub the akin until blood comes, aa la 
often advised, as It cause* unnecessary 
•oreness 
W rap tho caustic In heavy 
paper to protect the banda of the op­ 
erator. Do not moisten the caustic too 
much so that the liquid will run down 
the aide* of the calf* bead, for thla 
will causa unneceaaary pain. 
Fasten 
th* bead securely and spply tho pot­ 
ash only on tho apot over th* boma. 


Whan th* Hogs Gnaw Pone. 
When the boga got to gnawing tha 
woodwork of their pen* you may bo 
aura they need something different to 
gnaw from what yoo ar* feeding them. 
look into It and ae* that you are giv­ 
ing them variety enongh.

“I shall take away what I have dona 
with me, but this,” selecting one of 
them, “I will return to you. lf you 
desire to improve your condition or
